does whopping job in 1948 


In order to give every member of 
the Council of Dental Health some 


definite responsibility, from time to — 


time various members have been as- 
signed as chairmen of subcommittees. 
Glenn Cartwright, being on the State 
Industrial Hygiene Committee, nat- 
urally assumed this phase of our ac- 
tivity. Dr. Cartwright has been a most 
active member of our Council for a 
number of years and his loss will be 
regretted; however in his capacity as 
president-elect and president of our 
society, I am sure that he will be always 
acutely interested in all of our activi- 
ties. His successor, Dr. J. Roy Blayney, 
is a valuable addition to our commit- 
tee since he is an old timer in dental 
health activities. 


Dr. Lloyd Blackman was appointed 
chairman of the sub-committee on Hos- 
pital Dental Survey. A questionnaire 
was mailed to every hospital in the 
state, some three hundred or more. 
This questionnaire was a somewhat 
simplified form of the American Den- 
tal Association Hospital. Service Com- 
mittee form. The idea was to ascertain 
just how many hospitals had any pro- 
vision for dentistry in their physical 
and professional set-up. The fact that

. 17,700 ounces of sodium fluoride 


in about one month after being mailed, 
over 55% replied, is most gratifying. 
It is felt by your Council on Dental 
Health that some provision should be 
made whereby a dental examination 
and diagnosis should be included in 
every complete physical examination 
of patients entering a hospital, whether 
or not complete facilities are available 
for their treatment. It is difficult for 
your Council on Dental Health to 
understand how any so-called complete 
physical examination for insurance or 
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for any other reason can ignore the 
possibility of dental infirmities or com- 
plications. 

Dr. Gordon Smith was appointed 
chairman of a sub-committee to cooper- 
ate with the Summer-Round-Up Com- 
mittee of the Illinois Parent Teachers 
Association. He was also appointed as 
Dental Member of the Nutritional 
Council. He has been quite active in 
both of these assignments and his con- 
scientious convictions in regard to diet 
and dental health make him particu- 
larly valuable to our Council. 

Dr. Dave Baughman was assigned as 
chairman of a sub-committee to keep 
Component Councils on Dental Health 
in line. ‘The only failures he has en- 
countered are due to the fact that a 
few components have either not ap- 
pointed committees or failed to answer 
his inquiries. Due to the fact that so 
many dental health activities of our 
Division of Public Health Dentistry 
are based on the county level, it is the 
opinion of your chairman that some 
thought be given to the idea of break- 
ing down what is now considered un- 
wieldly Components into county units 
for dental health education activities. 

Dr. L. H. Johnson was assigned the 
duty of organizing courses in Dental 
Health Education in various teachers 
colleges in the state. He has done a 
very good job in a most important field 
and it is with much regret that we an- 
nounce his resignation from the com- 
mittee. We know that his successor, Dr. 
EK. H. Mahle, of Peoria, will take the 
same sincere interest in his duties. 

Other members of your Council on 
Dental Health have been willing work- 
ers on duties assigned to them and any 
success which might be attributed to 
it, is due to the whole-hearted coopera- 
tion of every individual. It has been 
a source of personal pleasure to ‘have 
served with them. 


The following facts regarding the re- 
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organization of the State Department 
of Public Health and their effect upon 
the Division of Public Health Dentistry 
have recently come to my attention: 

In 1942, at the request of the Direc- 
tor of the Department of Public Health 
and with the approval of the Governor, 
the American Public Health Associa- 
tion conducted a survey of the State 
Health Administration in Illinois. ‘This 
duty pointed out the strong and weak 
phases of public health which they 
found at that time. Thirteen major 
recommendations were made and num- 
erous minor or secondary ones were 
advocated for Illinois. 

In reviewing the developments in the 
State Department of Public Health it 
is found that many of these recom- 
mendations have already been put in 
force, others are in the process and it 
is assumed that the remaining ones 
will be initiated later. According to 
these proposals DENTISTRY will hold less 
than a Division status. 


Personnel Classifications 


Recent classifications of professional 
personnel according to salary proposals 
recently made by the American Public 
Health Association show that  physi- 
cians, viz, the Director, public health 
physician V and public health physi- 
cian IV will all be OVER DENTISTRY in 
the organization. In other words, in 
order to get to the Director of the de- 
partment of health, dentistry would be 
forced to go through two physicians 
who may not have the welfare of den- 
tistry at heart. The Director may never 
know what dentistry needs or would 
like to have, except as these physicians 
see it. The problems of the dental 
department could be brought to the 
attention of our Executive Council 
only if its immediate superior, a physi- 
cian, wished to report them. 


The salaries proposed for public 











health dentist I, II and III are equiva- 
lent to those of public health physician 
I, If and III, and are very liberal, how- 
ever engineers and bacteriologists are 
better off than dentists. Health edu- 
cators and nurses salaries would reach 
as high as public health dentist II. 
These increases in salary are used as 
bait to satisfy divisions which would 
ordinarily think of their rank in the 
new set-up. 

The Dental Division may be the ex- 
ception, but I feel certain that they 
would prefer to sacrifice remuneration 
rather than rank. I do not wish to 
infer that they are opposed to increases 
in salary for dentistry and I am sure 
that they would heartily indorse the 
proposed reorganization if Dentistry 
holds a Bureau status in the new or- 
ganization. 

Two immediate steps which the 
Illinois State Dental Society should 
take in regards to the foregoing are: 

1. Push and push hard for the ap- 

pointment of a DENTIST on the 

Board of Public Health Advisors 

before the new administration 

has made its selection. Appoint 

a man who will see that dentistry 

takes or retains its proper place 

in the Department of Public 
Health. (There is not nor has 
there been a dentist on this all- 
important Advisory Board.) 

2. We should appoint a strong com- 

* mittee to represent the dental 
profession with authority to act 
officially in making specific rec- 
ommendations for dentistry in 
the reorganization. 


Public Health Dentistry Activities 


Under the able direction of Dr. John 
E. Chrietzberg, chief, a few of the ac- 
tivities, the results of which can be 
reduced to figures, follow: 


1. Lactobacillus counts made, 6,500. 


2. Sodium fluoride distributed by 
laboratories, 17,700 ounces. 

The distribution of sodium fluo- 
ride in powder form to be dis- 
solved by the dentist is being con- 
sidered. A great saving in postage 
and the inconvenience of return- 
ing containers will be avoided.

The Flier is more and more pop- 
ular as more issues appear. Many re- 
quests to be put on the mailing list 
are constantly received. The  steno- 
graphic department has been most 
gracious in their collaboration with 
your committee, acting as recording 
secretaries at various committee meet- 
ings, writing letters, compiling data of 
various kinds and doing anything else 
asked of them. In fact the cooperation 
of the entire Division of Public Health 
Dentistry leaves nothing to be desired. 
Dr. Cross, Mr. B. K. Richardson and 
Dr. Herbolshimer of the Department 
of Health have been most open-minded 
and encouraging in the advancement 
of dental health in this state. It would 
be impossible in the short time allotted 
to this report to adequately express the 
appreciation of your Council on Dental 
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Health tor the many manifestations of 
their friendship. 

The Department has recently ac- 
quired the services of a Dental Health 
Educator, Mr. John Ellis. He is a very 
sincere, capable young man who will 
fill a. long felt need by both the De- 


partment and your Council on Dental 
Health. 


Dental Health Conferences 


The officials of the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Public Health were so favor- 
ably impressed with the manner in 
which the Dental Health Conference 
was conducted in Springfield in No- 
vember, 1947, and with the excellent 
results obtained, that they have inti- 
mated very strongly that the Depart- 
ment would be interested in spon- 
soring another conference under sim- 
ilar conditions. There are many _pos- 
sibilities involved and if the consent 
of the Executive Council is obtained, 
some definite plans could be worked 
out and submitted for its approval be- 
fore any final arrangements or com- 
mitments are made. 


The Conference on Dental Health in 
Springfield was not only completely 
financed by the State Department of 
Public Health, but all mimeographing, 
hotel reservations and innumerable 
other details were handled by the Di- 
vision of Public Health Dentistry. All 
present will agree that they did a grand 
and thorough job. 


Since there has been some justifiable 
difference of opinion as to the advis- 
ability of the United States Public 
Health Service Demonstration team on 
the application of sodium flouride per- 
forming its functions in the State of 
Illinois, the following facts are stated: 


(1) It should be distinctly under- 
stood that neither your Council 
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on Dental Health nor the Den- 
tal Division of the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health inaug- 
uratés or indorses any activities 
of consequence without the con- 
sent and approval of the Execu- 
tive Council. 


(2) No community has been or will 
be serviced by this team except 
with the consent or by the re- 
quest of the DENTISTS of that 
community. 


(3) The State Health Department 
has, at the present time, sufh- 
cient committments, the result 
of such requests, to keep the 
team busy until the end of the 
fiscal year, July 1. 

(4) This activity was approved by 
the Executive Council as one of 
the recommendations of the 
Conference on Dental Health 
in Springfield in November 
1947. 

(5) The American Dental Associa- 
tion aided materially in acquir- 
ing the appropriation to finance 
this team. 

It is hoped that the above statements 
will clear up the matter as far as the 
responsibility of your Council on Den- 
tal Health and the Division of Public 
Health Dentistry are concerned and 
that the entire matter will be settled 
to the satisfaction of all parties con- 
cerned in the near future. 


Speakers Bureau 


Dental Health Education is fast 
coming to be a very popular subject of 
discussion before Parent-Teacher 
groups, civic clubs and similar organ- 
izations. Magazine articles have aroused 
the public on the subject of preventive 
measures to such an extent that you 
chairman of the Council on Dental 








Health and the Division of Public 
Health Dentistry are deluged with re- 
quests for speakers on various subjects. 


As Illinois is a large state, some of 
these requests come from such distant 
points as to create a real hardship on 
available speakers who might not be 
located in the near vicinity of the re- 
quest. It was recommended to the 
Executive Council that our State Den- 
tal Society organize a Speakers Bureau 
composed of speakers geographically 
located so that they would be conven- 
iently near the source of any request. 
We should assume this responsibility 
ourselves rather than depend upon lay- 
men to give a factual presentation of 
what are sometimes controversial sub- 
jects. 


Compulsory Health Insurance 


There is hardly a question in the 
minds of any of us but what compul- 
sory health insurance in some form or 
other will be enacted by our govern- 
ment in the not too distant future. 
That there is a great probability that 
dentistry will eventually be involved is 
also a generally accepted fact. We have 
all either read or have heard of the 
lamentable conditions in the countries 
which have already adopted this form 
of “insurance.” All of us recognize the 
possibilities of this proposal and we 
must face the situation squarely. Your 
Council on Dental Health and the 
Division of Public Health Dentistry 


will be acutely involved should this 
come to pass. 


We must not expect the medical pro- 
fession to fight our battles for us be- 
cause they have their hands full. Many 
dentists are constantly howling for the 
autonomy of dentistry. Well now is a 
mighty good time to howl autonom- 
ously to your senators and legislators 
everywhere against this type of insur- 
ance—or forever hold your peace. 


Children's Dental Health Day 


Considerable effort was put forth. 
both by your Chairman and the De- 
partment of Public Health Dentistry 
to organize the celebration of the first 
National Children’s Dental Health 
Day. The Editor of our JOURNAL has 
been most accommodating in advertis- 
ing the event. The American Dental 
Association mailed folders to various 
component secretaries containing de- 
tails of plans used in Cleveland and 
also other good suggestions. The Flier 
has devoted two issues to the subject. 
The Chicago Dental Society made elab- 
orate plans for its celebration. From 
our experiences this year, it is hoped 
that a volume of material will be avail- 
able for future celebrations. 

It was requested that our incoming 
president, Dr. Green, be delegated to 
obtain an official proclamation from 
Governor Stevenson designating the 
first Monday in February ,as Children’s 
Dental Health Day. 
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DECADE DIARY

January, 1939 
And now we start year Three Decade Diary. 


The Frontispiece is an excellent likeness of Lawrence W. Neber (Larry to 
you and me), who today is our valued Council member from the G. V. Black 
District. And on page 25 of this issue is an editorial biography of Larry from 
birth to the Chairmanship of the State Society’s Study Club Committee, which 


fully proved Larry was capable of caring for any assignment he accepts. (And 
he still is). 


This number contained three scientific papers: ““The ‘Temporo Mandibular 
Joint” by Allan G. Brodie; “The Physiology of the Human Periodontal Tissues 
Under Normal and Abnormal Occlusal Conditions” by Rudolph Kronfeld, and 
“Immediate Complete Denture Restoration,” by James H. Pearce. The first two 
of these three excellent contributions were accompanied by several cuts, pictures 
and slide reproductions. This issue contained two fine editorials: one from the 
pen of Editor Oppice, “A Chance for an Argument,” which concerned a 
proposed raise of $2.00 in A.D.A. dues, and the second from President Sherrard, 
“Seventy-Five Years,” in which he urged every member to make this Diamond 
Jubilee year “the most outstanding in the history of the Society.” 


February, 1939 


This month’s Frontispiece shows a semi-profile likeness of our genial Mem- 
bership Committee Chairman (he continues today in the same position) James 
Edward Mahoney, and on page 72 is an editorial outline of Jim’s career from 
birth to his Chairmanship appointment. There are few angles in membership 
work that Jim is not conversant with, hence his continuous reappointment. 
Few dentists have as great dental acquaintanceship as he. 

Two scientific papers were published: “The Physical Principles Underlying 
Periodontal Trauma,” by George H. Maxwell, and “The Physiology of the Perio- 
dontal Membrane” by J. Roy Blayney. These excellent treatises were part of 
a series in the symposium on “Occlusion.” 
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Editorials were “Your Dues Are Due” by President Sherrard; “Dentistry in 
Life,” referrring to a recent uncomplimentary article in that magazine, and 
“State Dentistry Or ?” Which reminds me we are still barking up a tree.) 


Ten years later—Don’t you like the “new look” of the cover of your 1949 
JournaL? Then tell “Bill” Schoen and “his gang.” I do and have. 


March, 1939 


The pleasing countenance of James C. Donelan graced the front page of 
this issue, and a biographical sketch of him appeared in the editorial pages. 
James had been reappointed Chairman of the Legislative Committee, a position 
he filled with more than average ability for several years. 

Following were two very fine scientific papers: “A Diagnostic Classification 
and General Discussion of Reconstruction Cases” by George H. Maxwell, and 
“Diagnosis and Treatment of Interarticular and Peridontal Trauma” by Ken- 
neth A. Bignell. 

Editorials were “Dentists’ Equity Plan,” discussing a proposal from the 
Southern California State Dental Association that the A.D.A. form a corpora- 
tion to manufacture tooth pastes, powders, mouth washes and tooth brushes, 
and “A Conference Without Conferring.” This latter editorial referred to a 
recent Health Conference held in Washington which did not consult with 
local or state medical or dental societies. 


The preliminary program of the Diamond Jubilee meeting of our society 
was published in full, as was also the Annual Report of our Dental Health 
Education Committee. 


A full page picture accompanied the obituary of Clarence N. Newlin, our 
Secretary, who died February 12th. His successor, L. H. Jacob, was appointed 
at a meeting of the Ad Interim Committee of the Executive Council. 


April, 1939 


An excellent likeness of President Ben H. Sherrard was the frontispiece of 
this issue, followed by the Official Call for the Seventy-Fifth Annual Meeting 
and The President’s Greeting. Next were published the Complete Program and 
School of Instruction, conducted by the Committee on Dental Health Education. 

Editorials were “Let’s All Meet in Peoria” and “Enforcing the Dental Practice 
Act.” This latter discussed the celebrated Kaplan case and the decision by 
Judge Harry Fisher. 

The “Here and There” pages were becoming more popular each month; they 
originated from the active mind and pen of your present Editor in Chief— 
they are also popular pages ten years later. 
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for grade school promotion 


Robert G. Kesel, past president of 
the Illinois State Dental Society, recom- 
mends a plan as a simple substitute to 
the wide compulsory health insurance 
program now so favored by certain 
“socially minded” legislators. Because 
of his background as a former president 
he is cognizant of the need for a posi- 
tive recommendation from dentistry; 
due to his record as one of our foremost 
dental scientists particularly in the 
field of preventive dentistry, others will 
recognize the worth of this basic plan. 


The dental profession must continue 
to develop a constructive program for 
improving the nation’s dental health 
——one that is workable and logical. A 
workable program cannot offer unlim- 
ited dental service to all who would 
seek it on a compulsory insurance basis. 
A logical program should concentrate 
on the child population. If the pro- 
gram includes adults, children will be 
neglected for the expensive, extensive 
and time-consuming treatments that 
adults require. A compulsory dental 
health insurance program that includes 
everyone will produce an ever-increas- 
ing backlog of dental need due to child 
neglect.

. concentrate on the child 


attend school. There were objections 
to this requirement at its inception but 
its benefits assure its continuance. The 
maintenance of good health is as im- 
portant as training the mind. I believe 
that the Illinois State Dental Society 
should examine the possibility of insti- 
tuting a state-wide dental health pro- 
gram that will require every grade 
school child to pass a dental health 
examination before he is eligible for 
promotion from grade to grade; this 
in the same manner as he is required 
to pass scholastic examinations. 

There is presently an Illinois state 
law requiring children to have periodic 


























health examinations including dental. 
A pre-school examination is followed 
by a re-examination every four years. 
The law, however, contains no stipula- 
tions regarding treatment. 

A modest beginning for a child den- 
tal treatment program is essential. Lim- 
itations in personnel and facilities will 
prevent its immediate application to 
all grade levels. It should begin at the 
first grade level where remedial defects 
in the permanent teeth are minimal. 
In the second year of operation the 
program would include the first grade 
pupils in addition to the second grad- 
ers who had been in the program the 
previous year. The second graders 
would not require much treatment 
since there would be no accumulated 
need and the annual increment of 
caries should average less than one 
tooth per child. 


In the third year, the program would 
continue to expand including grades 
one, two and three. Again there would 
be no accumulated need in grades two 
and three, only current developments, 
and the initial needs for the first 
graders would be simflar to the previ- 
ous years. Eventually the entire grade 
school population would be covered 
and within a few years our young adult 
population would be in excellent den- 
tal health and accustomed to annual 
dental treatment. If children are kept 
on such a program until their four- 
teeth year they will have passed the 
age in which much irreparable dam- 
age now develops. Dental health re- 
quirements — like educational require- 
ments—should not extend beyond that 
age. Individuals would then secure 
dental service of their own volition. 


The modest beginning and gradual 
expansion of this program is suggested 
for several reasons: It should not be 
on such an extensive basis that it will 
bog down for lack of personnel. If the 





members of the dental profession in the 
State of Illinois will agree to devote a 
certain amount of time each year to 
examining and treating the six to seven 
year age groups, and if the State Health 
Department can supply equipped trail- 
er units and staff dentists to service 
areas where dental manpower is lim- 
ited, I believe such a program can get 
underway. Its slow expansion will 
allow time for training additional per- 
sonnel and for correcting flaws in the 
program. A change in the Dental Prac- 
tice Act, requiring recent dental grad- 
uates to spend a year’s internship in 
school or hospital clinics before apply- 
ing for licensure, might be advisable 
to supply adequate personnel. 

The matter of financing the program 
needs careful study. It could be tax- 
supported as is education. The reme- 
dial treatment could be given by den- 
tists in the employ of the schools or the 
public health department or the service 
could be supplied by the family dentist 
if that were the choice of the parent. 

The 1948 Executive Council of the 
State Society recommended that each 
component:and local society in Illinois 
appoint committees to inform the pub- 
lic on the shortcomings of compulsory 


health insurance schemes now being 


considered in legislative. circles. It is 
not enough to oppose a plan; we 
should advance to the public and to 
legislators a concrete program that will 
function. 

I make these suggestions to stimulate 
thought and discussion in the hope 
that the Illinois State Dental Society 
will explore the possibilities of a work- 
able and logical program for improving 
dental health, a program that will 


begin where it will ultimately do the 
most good—that will creep before it 
runs—that will not revolutionize the 
present practice system—that will be 
acceptable to both the public and the 
profession.

Dr. John R. Thompson, director of 
the Institute and professor of ortho- 
dontia in the Dental School, said that 
co-ordination in one organization of 
all the skills and knowledge peculiar 
to the cleft palate problem is one of 
the Institute’s chief values. Usually, 
consultation in this field is less well 
integrated, with resulting disadvan- 
tages to both the patient and research. 

On the faculty of the Institute are 
specialists in orthodontia, plastic sur- 
gery, speech re-education, pedodontia, 
prosthetics, audiology, otolaryngology, 
and oral pathology. When the need 
arises, experts in pediatrics, psychiatry, 
and other medical and dental special- 
ties are called in for consultation on 
individual cases. 

The staff includes, in addition to Dr. 
Thompson, Dr. Frederick W. Merri- 
feld, plastic surgeon, who is professor 
of oral surgery in the Dental and Med- 
ical Schools; Dr. Harold Westlake, as- 
sociate professor of speech re-education 
in the School of Speech; Dr. Touro M. 
Graber, assistant professor of ortho- 
dontia, Dental School; Dr. Max Kuha-

rich, assistant professor of prosthetics 
and associate in orthodontia, Dental 
School; Dr. Gordon Howard, instructor 
in oral pathology, Dental School; and 
Dr. Raymond Carhart, professor of 
audiology, School of Speech, and assis- 
tant professor of otolaryngology, Med- 
ical School. 

Co-ordination of all services for the 
welfare of the total individual is para- 
mount in the Institute. When a cleft 
palate patient enters the unit, each 
member of the faculty obtains records 
essential to his diagnosis. Such records 
include complete case histories, surgical 
and orthodontic consultations, plaster 
casts, cephalometric head X-rays, 
speech evaluation, and pediatric and 
psychiatric data when necessary. ‘These 
records are co-ordinated by the director 
and the entire staff confers and out- 
lines the required treatment. The 
course of action then is explained to 
the parent, and therapy is begun. 

Cleft palate falls into the group of 
facial deformities which heretofore 
have been allowed to remain in a sort 
of “no man’s land” between the med- 
ical and dental professions. Said Dr. 
Graber: “Both medicine and dentistry 
have been guilty of passing the respon- 
sibility and, as a result, until recently 
no concerted effort was made to cope 
with the problem. Too little was done 
to rehabilitate the unfortunate persons 
who find it hard, because of their de- 
formity, to take their place in a ‘face- 
conscious’ society.” 

A cleft palate handicaps the individ- 
ual, not only esthetically, but also 
where his health is concerned, because 
he finds it difficult to eat properly. 
Because he cannot talk clearly, his 
psychological adjustment often is poor, 
hindering him socially and_profes- 
sionally. 

Patients are referred to the Institute 
by social agencies, schools, and doctors 
in private practice. In addition to 








giving diagnostic service and making 
recommendations for treatment, the 
Institute will function as a research and 
teaching unit of the University. 


RICHARD H. DANIELS 
1883 - 1949 


Dr. Richard H. Daniels, well known 
retired Peoria dentist, who had been 
in poor health for some time, passed 
away at his home Friday, January 14, 
1949. 

A graduate of the Chicago College 
of Dental Surgery, Loyola University 
in 1905, he affiliated with the Peoria 
County. Dental Society in 1906 and 
served as President in 1909. In 1930 
Dr. Daniels was elected treasurer of the 
Illinois State Dental Society which po- 
sition he held for four years. Always 
interested in dental activities he repre- 
sented the society at the 73rd annual 
meeting of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation at Memphis, Tennessee. 

During the 37 years of his practice, 
and until his retirement five years ago, 
Dick, as he was known by his many 
friends, was always active in civic af- 
fairs. He was a past president of the 
Kiwanis Club, a member of Fourth 
Degree, Knights of Columbus, and the 
Delta Sigma Delta fraternity. Inter- 
ested in boats and water sports, he was 
commodore of the Ivy Club and served 
several times as chairman of the water- 
way committee of the Association of 
Commerce. 

Dr. Daniels was born in Peoria, 
March 4, 1883. He attended the Peoria 
parochial schools and Spalding Insti- 
tute. He married Grace Ingersoll in 
1918. She preceded him in death. Sur- 
viving are a brother, Thomas R. Dan- 
iels, of Springfield, and a sister, Miss 
Stacia E. Daniels, of Peoria. 

At St. Mary’s Cathedral a solemn 
Requiem Mass was offered for the re- 
pose of his soul. Burial was at St. 
Mary’s cemetery.—E. H. Mahle.

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U OF ILLINOIS PLANS 
NEW TELEPHONE PROGRAMS 


An innovation in postgraduate den- 
tal education will be undertaken this 
fall by the University of Illinois Col- 
lege of Dentistry with the transmission 
of a series of programs by telephone to 
dental societies throughout the nation. 

The University now is formulating 
plans to offer a course of six round- 
table discussions and symposia on 
“Current Advances in Dentistry.” The 
series will be fed by the American ‘Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company to 
dental organizations from 
coast. 

The UI College of Dentistry has pio- 
neered in the telephone transmission 
of postgraduate courses during the past 
two years. Lectures in “Caries Control” 
and on “Oral Diagnosis and Cancer” 
were transmitted to groups of dentists 
in downstate Illinois, Pennsylvania, 
and Louisiana. Because of the success 
of this experiment, the College will ex- 
pand its activities in the telephone 
transmission of courses. 

The series will emanate from the 
Medical Center District on Chicago’s 
near West Side. The American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company will 
have charge of all technical details, and 
has given guarantee of clear, unbroken 
transmission. 

Dr. Allan G. Brodie, dean of the Col- 
lege of Dentistry who has fostered the 
coast-to-coast transmission of the series, 
said that the two-hour presentations 
are designed to serve as monthly pro- 
grams for interested dental societies. 
Programs have been scheduled for 
October and November of this year, 
and for the first four months of 1950. 

The faculty for the series will be 
assembled from all parts of the U. S., 
and will consist of dental specialists of 
wide reputation. The new series is ex- 
pected to be exceptionally advanta- 
geous to dental groups in rural areas 
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coast to 


and small communities which usually 
do not have an opportunity to hear 
outstanding men. 

In transmitting the lectures, stand- 
ard toll calls will be placed between 


-Chicago and the cities in which the 


dental societies are located. The tele- 
phone presentation then will be “bal- 
looned” over a loud speaker to the 
groups gathered in the distant cities. 

Lantern slides shown in conjunction 
with the series will be sent by the Uni- 
versity to all participating groups. 
Brochures and other material also will 
be furnished. 

The subject matter for the series will 
include caries control, dentistry for 
children, periodontia, oral diagnosis, 
the masticatory mechanism, dental edu- 
cation, and public health dentistry. 
Contradictory opinions, whenever pos- 
sible, will be evaluated through round- 
table discussions by leading proponents 
of present-day theories and methods. 

Previous experience has shown the 
cost of telephone transmission of lec- 
tures to be low. A set fee for the entire 
course will be the only cost to each 
society participating in the program. 
Efforts will be made to keep the over- 
all cost well below the annual program 
budget of the dental societies. 

Dr. Saul Levy, a member of the Col- 
lege of Dentistry faculty, will serve as 
chairman of the program. Dr. Levy was 
responsible for initiating the Univer- 
sity of Illinois’ telephone extension 
program two years ago when he was a 
member of the Scranton, Pennsylvania, 
dental society. 

The series will be supervised by the 
College of Dentistry’s Division of Post- 
graduate Studies, headed by Dr. Isaac 
Schour. Dental societies interested in 
participating in the program are urged 
to contact Dr. Allan G. Brodie, Uni- 
versity of Illinois College of Dentistry, 
1853 W. Polk Street, Chicago 12, Ihi- 
nois.
